These  roses  are  own  root,  fi  eld  grown,  two  year  old 
plants,  except  the  larger  size  Los  Angeles,  which  have  jpen 
budded.  tVe  find  own  'root  roses  more  satisfactary  than 

grafted  or  budded.  We  receive  them  bare  root  and  put  them 
into  gallon  cans  from  which  they  can  be  transplanted  to  the 
ground  any  day  in  the  year,
